Day b r< ^ up3ft ua for the aieth 
time ; at tho hour o f repeat 1 counted 
otir people ; #0 wot« mily 30 ; we had 
lost five of our faithful aeOmen. 
The 
»urvivorarwaroin tite moèt deplorable 
state } the aaK water had taken off tho 
epidei imls of oar lower cxtromitica ; we 
were covered either « ith contusion or 
wounds, which irritated by the salt 
uarer, forced from ua horrible crica ; 
ko that ooiy about 30 of ua wero able tO 
keep oo oor legs» and wallu about. 
Nearly «If our wine and atore* of fish 
wei-e exbaosted t we had wine loft for 
only fotr days, and only twelve fish re­ 
maining. In four daya, wo .«<iid, we akell 
have coniumod« the whole» and death 
will be inoeltakte. Seven day* have now 
passed ait^e we wero abandoned« 
W e 
cakulaUd that, iff tho boata wefo not 
swamped on the ooaet, they would re­ 
quire at least three or four day! to reach 
St. Louia} it erould iben require eome 
time to diapoteh vosaela, whick egafii 
would require aomet time to find ua.<— 
W e resolved to hold out as long as 
possible. In tke courae of the day two 
«oldieia crept behind the only cash of 
wine le ft} they pierced it, and were 
drinking with e pi|>e. 
W e had all 
awoi n that the mah who ahould resort 
to auck meaoa skould be punished with 
death. Thla law waa executed on the 
moment, and the two culprit^ throitn 
into the aea. 
Thaa thore remained only 
S aofua. O ut of Uiia number IS alooo 
appeared able to exist for aomO daya 
longer} all the othora, covered with 
large wobnda bad wholly lost their ret' 
aon. 
However, they hadja ahare io our 
rations, and might beforo their deeth, 
consume forty bottles of wine ; those id 
bottles of wine were to ua of iaettinka' 
ble value. 
W e hèld a council | to pot 
the aick on half rationa waa to delay t ^ i r 
denth ^ a few momenta ; to leave them 
without proviaiona wa»'to put them to a 
alow death. 
After fl long dA é ra tio n 
wo resolved to thro« them into the sea 
Thia mode, however repugnant to our 
feelinKs, wouhl procure to the atinrtvora 
prmrisiona fisr jsix days, at the rale 
throe quarta of wine a day. Tim ^eac 
tkm taken, who waa to execute It t The

days. Including 25 days that she lay nt 
Cronstadt.
